Site Sends a Vl«et off War Tesaela to 
Demand tbe Release off Prison- 
ers—Biir Prencli Talk. 


MADBID, Sept. 1 9 . ^ T h e Spanish gov- 
ernment has ordered a fleet of war ves- 
sels to proceed to Morrooco to demand 
the release of the captain, four sailors 
and one passenger of the Spanish vessel 
captured by natives oflf the Reif coast 
of Morrocco and has also ordered that 
10,000 men be held in readiness to em- 
bark for Morrocco on a moment's no- 
tice. 


Although this action has been taken 
it is still hoped that the captives may be 
peacefully surrendered.

ALBANY, Oregon, Sept. 19.—Intense 
excitement was created here and all 
along the line of the Oregon Pacific rail- 
road Tuesday afternoon and night by 
reports that forest fires were destroying 
the town of Yaquina, including railroad 
property.

American« Killed in a Riot on 
Foreign I«land—A War snip 
!<ent to tbe Scene. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—When the north- 
erly gale was at its height Sunday the 
crew of the schooner Eva Fuller dis- 
covered a small skiff containing a man 
when about thirty miles off point Au 
Sable. 
The skiff was riding the huge 
waves like a cork and its occupant was 
so scared as to be practically helpless. 
With great difficulty the schooner crew 
got him on board and brought him on to 
Chicago, reaching here yesterday. Here 
he gave his name as Jolm Oleson. 


IRON 
MOUNTAIN, Mich., Sept. 19.— 
Shortly after noon yesterday a Hun- 
garian pump man named Krack, was 
caught by the descending cage in the 
main shaft of the Lulington mine and 
hurled from the seventh level to the 
twelfth, a distance of 400 feet. His 
body was picked up lifeless and terribly 
mangled. 


He had started out from some small 
port on the east shore for Muskegon be- 
fore the gale came up. 
When the 
squall struck him he was carried out in 
the lake and was helpless against the 
sea that began running.

Americans. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 1 9 . — W i t h re- 
gard to the reported riot on Nevassa 
island, the Nevassa Phosphate company, 
of this city, which owns the island, 
state that yesterday they received a dis- 
pateh from a sea captain, in which he 
referred to a revolution on the island, 
without giving any details.

are ready any time to injure us. 
They 
break into freight cars and our cabooses 
and steal. 
I could furnish instances 
where at least fifty men have been as- 
saulted and beaten by these scoundrels 
within the past year. 


"Those of our number whose families 
live in isolated houses hear frequently 
that their wives and children have been 
insult^id and their spring houses and 
cellars robbed by these ielh^vs. Since 
the Johnstown flood the number has in- 
creased four-fold and they grow bolder 
as they grow stronger."

Navassa is a Gnana island, owned by 


General B. F. Butler, and an American 
company. 
B is about 220 miles from 


Kingston. Though under no particular 
jurisdiction, it is looked upon as being 
under the protection of tho United 
Slates, and is inhabited chiefly by 
Americans. 


BALTIMORE, Md., St-pt 19.— With re- 


rard to the reported riot on Nevassa 
island, tho Novossa Phosphate company, 
of this city, which owns tho island, 
slate that yesterday they received a dis- 
patch from a sea captain, in which he 
referred to a revolution on the island, 
without giving any details. 
To-day 


they received another cablegram via 
England, which contains no reference to 
the revolution. The latest mail advios 
s a letter dated September 10. It doe. 
not give any information of trouble.
